126], i. e. and you intend" to 
marry one of them from amongst the orphan girls" it pertains to 
one who is in charge (of orphans) having small amount of wealth 
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and less beauty and they have been forbidden that they should 
marry what they like of her wealth and beauty out of the orphan 
girls, but with equity, because of their disliking for them.
